'Direct Mail' Drive Is Needed 
I 


t's time the citizens of Amer- 
ica organized their own "di- 
rect mall" campaign—and it 


should be aimed directly at their 
congressmen. The subject of the 
campaign should be mail, mail 
rates and the types of mail they 
want the government to favor. 


This is the week the new post- 


al rate bill goes to a full com- 
mittee of the U.S. House. It in- 
cludes 
a one-cent increase in 


first-lass rates, up from a nickel 
to six cents. But it includes only 
a half-cent raise in third-class 
rates, and the half-cent would be 
spread out over a three-year per- 
iod. 


Rep. Ken Hechler of 
West 


Virginia said that the House sub- 
committee which approved the 
schedule 
of rates had shifted 


the burden of the Increases from 
"the junk mailers to the average 
taxpayers." Hechler 
plans to 


fight in the full committee and 
on the. House floor for a higher 
third-class rate. 


But the only way he can win 


the flght is through an outpour- 
Ing of public sentiment. Con- 
gressmen listen to their con- 
stituents, 
and if constituents 


write and say they don't want 
stamps to cost six cents, the 
congressmen will keep them at 
a nickel. 


The public should also make 


clear that third-class mail-which 
is unsolicited and often unwanted 
by the recipients-should pay its 
way. Third-class mail Is one of 
the major factors in the increased 
mail load at the Post Office. Con- 
gress, in fact, should demand a 
breakdown on the number of third- 
class items on the average day, 
as compared with the number of 
flrst-and second -class items. It 
Is quite possible that third-class 
Items compose the majority of 
mall delivered on many days.
